DASTARDLY ASSASSINATION 
OF AN 


OHIO PROHIBITION LEADER. 


Way laid on the Koad to HU Office by Four 
Enemies, and HU Heart Literally Shot 
Out—Hold Robbery of an Ex press Me« * 
■enger on the Southern Pacific—Mob 
at Louisv ille—Vice In General. 


Portsmouth , Ohio, Ap ril 29 .-— At Haver* 
Talli, a small to wn in the eastern p art of 
Bcioto co unty , on the Ohio river, Dr. W. T. 
No rthup , a p ro minent p hy sician and vice 
p resident o f tho Scio to Co unty Medical so­ 
ciety , was brutally murdered at 3 o’clock 
Wednesday afterno o n by Thomas McCoy , a 
saloon keep er, and his bro ther Alfred, the 
p o stmaster of Haverhill, aided by Pierso n 
'and James McCoy , sons of Alfred, and agod 
'20 and 15. 
Dr. No rthup was a p ro hibitio n 
Rep ublican. 
The McCoy s had alway s run 
the to wnship elections to suit thoiusolva* t ill 
No rthup ’» arrival, flvo y ears ago. 
He at 
once changed things and was wo rking hard 
to intro duce local o p tio n. 
This usurp atio n 
o f what the McCoy s co nsidered their p o lit­ 
ical rights, fo llo wed by a state o f affairs 
that threatened to ruin their business, in­ 
curred their bitter ho stility . 
Wednesday afterno o n the fo ur McCoy s, 
learning th a t Dr. No rthup had neglected the 
p recautio n to arm himsolf, a measure which 
the do cto r had ado p ted some time ago in 
do ference to his friends’ wishes, who knew 
o f tho McCoy s’ o nmity , lay in wait fo r him. 
Just as Dr. No rthup reached a p o int on tho 
street op p osite tho p oatofHce Alfred McCoy 
ran o ut and headed him off fro m reaching 
his office, tho o thers meanwhile o p ening fire 
with sho t-guns up on tho do cto r fro m the 
houso o f Thomas McCoy . 
Tho do cto r at­ 
temp ted to retreat to his office, but was in. 
to rcep ted by Alfred. 
Drawing ids p ocket- 
knife the do cto r stabbed tho p o stmaster in 
tho side, cutting him badly . 
Yo ung Pierso n 
McCoy , fearing their victim would escap e, 
altho ugh he had been fired at eight times, 
three lo ads taking effect, ran fro m the house 
and up to the do cto r, and p lacing his gun 
almo st against his breast, flrod bo th bar­ 
rels, the loads p assing entirely thro ugh the 
p o o r man’s body and to uring ouc his heart. 
W. A. Vandervo st, of Grannan’s dctectivo 
agency , of Cincinnati, who hap p ened to be 
In the village visiting, was a w ituot-s o f the 
tragedy , but too far oiT to p revent it. 
He 
succeeded in arresting Alfred McCoy , who

No o ne, ho wever, dared go near 
these great ruins bccaus * they were, haunted— 
they o nly lo o ked o n them fro m a distance. 
Other sim ilar ruin* were to Ix ; seen, she had 
ho ard, in vario us parts o f the co nn try —that 
is, whenever o ne o f the mo untains ro se abo ve 
tho level o f the swamp.

r. va.-t ex ­ 
tent o f swamp, which was o nly to be threaded 
by secret 
paths.
